Traffic on practically every 
im­ 
portant highway converged on Get­ 
tysburg, Monday, attracted by the 
historical associations of 
the 
place, 
the Klan participation in the Memorial 
Day parade and the human desire to 
“go somewhere” on a holiday. 
Autos Jammed Five Miles 
The fact that the day dawned cloudy 
and chill winds swept in 
from 
the 
northeast, 
and 
low-hanging 
clouds 
held a constant threat of rain from 
morning until evening did not deter 
the tourists from venturing aw ay from 
their homes within a wide radius. 
Six state policemen, half a dozen 
state highway motor patrolm en, local 
police officers and Boy Scouts had 
their hands full directing traffic and 
keeping the apparently unending lines 
of 
automobiles moving. 
It was a 
gigantic task and the officers worked 
like Trojans. 
One of the greatest lines of auto­ 
mobiles ever beheld in Adams county 
stretched from G ettysburg to beyond 
Gulden's station on a Lincoln High­ 
way, a distance of more

Sheridan, Wyo.—(A P )—This is a 
story of a $7 fiddle th at became the 
most famous in 
Wyoming—a violin 
that had tweaked out tunes for “hoe­ 
downs” at a time when no dance was 
a dance in this state until a few dead 
Indians testified to the rivalry of gun- 
toting revellers. 
Discarded for 30 years, 
the 
old 
violin came to public notice a few 
weeks ago and just as suddenly drop­ 
ped again into oblivion. Since its first 
hid for fame it 
has been traded for 
$150 and a $450 violin, and then for 
a 
7,000 
farm , 
a 
tractor, 
several 
horses, a few cows and a flock of 
chickens. 
Many 
years 
ago, N. P. Nye, its 
original owner, earned 
a 
tidy 
sum 
now and then playing for dances. He 
retired and the violin was laid away. 
It accumulated dust for several years 
until it reappeared in an old fiddlers’ 
contest. 
When Nye took his turn on 
the stage a musical “expert” in the 
crowd marvelled at the tones. 
The 
next day, R. H. Williams, owner of a 
music store, called on Nye and opened 
negotiations for the instrum ent. 
Nye 
received $150 in cash and a new violin 
valued a t $450. 
Worth Just $7 
Word 
of 
the deal became public 
property. 
The instrum ent was be- 
leived to be a creation of Carl Ber­ 
gonzi, second only to Stradivarus as 
a violin maker. 
It was supposed to 
have 
been 
made in Cremona, Italy, | 
some 200 years ago. 
O. P. Biley, a 
music lover and rancher, became inter­ 
ested in the fiddle to the extent b? 
trading his ranch and equipment for 
it. 
Then followed a trip to Chicago 
to m arket his prize. 
v 
Nye was not aware, he declared, of 
the thoughts passing 
through 
the 
mind of the original purchaser, but it 
so happened he knew the history of 
the violin and that it was worth just 
the $7 he paid for it. 
He had pur­ 
chased it from a Chicago firm special­ 
izing in reproducing Bergonzi violins. 
There was no fraud in the transaction, 
he asserts. A disappointed investor is 
somewhere in the East, and no one 
here knows whether he still owns the 
“Bergoiui.”
